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THEPAYMENT 08 PENSIONS.

W bave received from a prominent efficer
of the Grand Army of the liolrlbiiv A comnmn-
nication in reply to an article in our issue of
Wedneasday, informing us that Colonel W. 1.
not o member of the Grand Army
of the Republic, and that, even if he were,
such membership would not on any conside-
ration secure him the support of that organi-
zation in the avent of his baing in fanlt in
the manngement of his pension agency. The
Grand Army of the Republie, our informant
gays, is strictly a charitable and not in any
sense a political organization. We make this
explanation very willingly, bul we insist wpon
our wain point, that a total reform in the
whole Lusiness of the PPension Burean is
needed, and that so far as Colonel Forbes is
concerned, enongh evidence of a condemna-
tory character has been elicited to necessitate
a thorough investigation into the affairs of his
office, Buch an iovestigation is needed for
tho complete exoneration of Colonel Forbes
if Lo is not in fauli, as well as for his removal
and punishment if the charges against him
can Le shown to be trne. The special officers
of the Trensury Department, upon whose
report our comments of Wednesday were
based, obtained a mass of wery precise and
cirenmstantial evidence, that if trne in all
porticulars cannot be allowed to pass into
oblivion without making the officials of the
Treasury Department and all others who may
aid in hushing the matter up participants in
the offenses charged npon Colonel Forbes.
On hia part Colonel Forbes contends that he
has been victimized by one of the employes
of his office, and if he can set aside the evi-
dence prodnced against him and show him-
self to be blameless, we will be very wall
pleased to make a note of the fact. In the
meantime we await, with some impatience, a
full report of the case from the authorities
at Washington which will give all sides. If
this report shall show any evidence of *‘white-
washing,” we shall have no hesitation what-
ever in expressing our opinion in plain terms,
while we shall be very much pleased 1if it
demonstrates the entire blamelessness of
Colonel Forbes,

There appears to be no doubt whatever
about one thing, however, and that is that
the pensiongrs were compelled to submit to
heavy discounts and charges of various kinds
that greatly diminished the meagre amonnts
that the Government undertakes to pay them,
and whether Colonel Forbes or his chief eclerk
were to blame in the matter, the whole case
is a foreible illustration of the great evils of
the present system of paying pensions, and
of the necessity for an entire change in the
whole business, If pensioners were paid
monthly they wonld not be obliged to disconnt
their claims, and if the business of the Pen-
sion Bureau was conducted as it should be,
they would not be obliged to pay fees or
taxes of any kind, but would receive without
diminution every dollar and cent that the
Government undertakes to pay. Snch ir-
regulnrities as those charged upon Colonel
Forhes are the natural results of a pernicious
system that is devised and conducted, not in
the interests of the Government or the pen-
sioners, but for the purpose of providing fat

Forbes is

oflices for hungry poeliticians. It is be-
cause the agencies of the Peasion
Bureau are mainly, if not en-
tirely, filled by peliheians of more

or less influence, and because in one way or

another their emoluments nre greater than |

they shonld be, that it is so dificult to bring
about & reform.  If it were a question of re-
ducing the perquisites of the pensioners,
there would be no diflienlly whatever in find-
ing plenty of Oongressmen anxions to show
their zeal for the promotion of economy, but
a5 it bappens that professional politicians are
the ones interested in maintaining the exist-
ing evils, Congress finds itself too much en-
grossed with other matters Lo pay any atten-
tion to the subject. The only way in which
a reform can be brought about is by a strong
pressure of public opinion, and we proposs
to disouss the matteér in a very pointed style
antil something is done to remedy the evils
complained of.

IHHALL OF THE HOUSE
REPRESENTATIVES.

Tur subject of ventilation was pretiy thor-
onghly ventilated in Congress on Thursduy,

A great deal of money has been expended to

make the hall of the Houss of llepresentatives
one of the most unhealthy and uncomfort-
able rooms in the world, The whole design
of the building is radically defective, on
account of the fundamental errorinvolved in

the attempt Lo provide ncocommodations for a
large audience, Mr. Garfield justly com.
plained that ‘‘the members were being saori-
ficed to the galleries, as thers wera not
twenty members whose voices* were suffi.
ciently strong to make themselves heard in
the galleries for three-quarters of an hour

and thus the House was deprived of the wis.
dow and valuable suggestions of soms of its
brightest and best minds,” Stentorian lougs
seem to be an indispensable requisite for Con.
gressional orators, and influence on the floor is
to be measured rather by the strength of the
yoices of the speakers than the vigor of their
intellects. No benefit is derived by the bulk
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of the Amerioan people from the extension
of gallery socommodations. The great public
are satisfled with the published proceedings,
and if facilities are afforded to the reporters to

nction of their ropresentatives, it is a matter
of profound indifference whether the loafers
and lobbyists of Washington have good seats
in the galleries or not.

THE FOLLY OF NAPOLEON.
Taxfolly of the Emperor 1n insisting upon
an appeal to the people of France is becoming
more and more manifest. If Napoleon had
been content to grant liberal concessions to
the Chambers and the people, he wounld have
strengthened his position materially; but
when he comes before the peopls and de-
mands from them an unqnalified endorsement
of his whole policy, as the price of the privi-
lege of endorsing his concessions, he but
gives the irreconcilable element such an
opportunity as it seeks so eagerly and so
heartily embraces. Although the pronuncia-
mentos of both the Emperor and his ministers
declared emphatically that the question of
the empire conld not be dragged into the
canvass, the people were invited to assemble
and discuss the plebisecite; but, at the same
time, they were told in plain terms that the
only result of such discussion that would be
agreeable to the Emperor wonld be a unani-
mous determination to vote ‘‘yes,” and thata

would be regarded as a declaration of enmity
to the whole imperial regime. The people,
especinlly those of Paris, have not
been backward about engaging in the public
discussions which were invited, and the re-
ports of the proceedings at their meetings
which come to us by the cable show that all
I'rance is again in an uproar. The hostility
to the empire which Ollivier erushed out for
the time by consigning Rochefort to prison
has been fairly aroused again, and i3 mani-
fested by marked disorder at the meetings in
all parts of France, and especially in the capi-
tal, by cries of ** Vive la Republique!” and the
pinging of the ‘‘Marseillaise.” Buat there is
a promise of an even more serious demon-
stration against the empire. Many of thess
meetings have declared with great unanimity
in favor of voling “*no” on the plebiseiie, or of
abstaining from voting altogether, fully con-
scious of the fact that by so doing they will
| be pronouncing not against the liberal re-
forms which the Emperor has inangurated,
but ageinst the empire itself. Present ap-
pearances indicate that the negative and
silent vote will be very large, mach larger
than the Government had any cause to appre-
hend at the outset. Itis possible that the
crisis will pass without subjecting the pre-
sent regime to any serious shock, but if the
opposite result should ensue, it will not be a
mitter of surprise.

A bill
is now before Parliament for this purpose,
which, of course, meets with a determined
opposition from certain members who ap-
prars to think that because the prohibition
has been the law from time immemorial,
it therefore must be based upon some
substautinl reasons, The probabilities are,
however, that, even if the law is not repealed
at the present session of Parlinment, it will
be before long, to the consternation of sound
Churchmen and staunch tories, who seem to
consider it one of the bulwarks of the Church
and State. The world will probably wag
much in its usual way, even if A man is
allowed to marry his deconsed wife's sister in
England as be is in other civilized conntries,
and those who look for a darkening of the
heavens and the inanguration of the grand
finglity when Parliament wipes this queer old
regulation from the statute books will be
doomed to disappointment, and will discover
that worse things might happen to England
and the world,

The Proposed New Unbinet Depnrtment—Pro-

There shall be an execative department, to be
called the Mpsrtment of Justice, of which the At
toruey-General shall be the head. There shall be an
assistant to the Atterney-General, m bhe called the
sullelitor-General, at ealaries of §7500;: two Asslstant
Attorne s-(ieu-.-nu, at a salary of sum ench, In case
of the death, absence, or lma.hllltgr of the Attorney-
Genernl, the Sollcitor-General to Il the place; the
Solleitor of the 'Ireasury, of Internal ltuveuuc, of
the Navy,theJudge-Advocate-General and Rxaminer
of Clainis of the Ntate Department, and their nssist-
ants, to be transferred to the Dopartment of Justice.
